SHOT DEAD. 


Maj. W. 8S. Smith Killed by Coun- 
ty Sheriff Emil L. Dosenbach. 


Terrible Tragedy in the Probate 
Court at Clayton. 


7A Political Dispute Which Ended ina 
Fatal Affray. 


EXCITED CITIZENS TALK OF LYNCHING 
SHERIFF DOSENBACH. 


An Attempt to Pass a Resolution Favor- 
ing Richard Bartholdt for Congress in 
a Oamp of Sons of Veterans Brought on 
the Row Which Culminated in the 
Shooting—Meeting of the Menin the 
Court-Room—The Fatal Encounter— 
Excitement in the Town. ; 


The bitter campaign being made out In St. 
Louis :County for the Republican Congres- 
sional nomination resulted this morning in 
the killing at Clayton of Maj. W. 8. Smith, 
one of the leading supporters of ex- 
Congressman William M. Kinsey, 
by Sheriff Emil Dosenbach, who 
has been through the campaign an active 
partisan of Dr. Richard Bartholdt. Both 
in- 
‘fluential citizens of the county. Both are 
members of the Grand Army of the Republic, 
Both owned land and had houses in Clayton 
where each has a large family with grown up 
children. Besides being Sheriff of the 
county, Mr. Dosenbach is part owner of the 
' St. Louls County Bank. Maj. Smith was 4 

gallant soldier in the war, and his title is no 
brevet. Heusedto be the Assessor of the 
county, and would have been kept in office, 
but he refused to run again, saying that 
younger men should begin to take the fruits 
of Republican victory. He was 55 years old 
this spring, a man 6 feet high and heavily 
built, with a mass of gray hair which 
he wore long, and a heavy, 
long, gray mustache. -Sheriff Dosenbach is 
tall, but not stout. His hair, long mustache 
and goatee are black, with streaks of gray, 
and he is not 50 years old, 
HAD BEEN GOOD FRIENDS. 

Till to-day the two men were on good 
terms. When the contest for the 
Republican congressional nomination in 
the Tenth District began, Sherifi Dosenbach 
took the side ol Dr. Bartholdt, and Maj. 
Smith undertook to manage the campaign of 
Mr. Kinsey. That, however, did not impair 
the friendly relations between the two, and 
they met every day and argued 
about the campaign amicably. Last 
night, C. D. Wolfe Camp, Sons of Veterans, 
to which many of the young men of the 
county belong, held a meeting. John Gren- 
ninger, whose father owns the Seven-Mile 
House, isthe Past Commander, Among the 
members is Emil Dosenbach, Jr., the 
elder son of the Sheriff, a young man 
of2l years. Another member is Edgar Rapp, 
a@ candidate for County Surveyor. He is 25 
years old and an outspoken and popular 
young man. The post had an unusual at- 
tendance last night and there was a good 
deal of informal poiltical talk 
among the youths, most of whom 
seemed to lean to ex-Congressman Kinsey. 
Commander Grenninger had a little card in 
his hand, from which he read his announce- 
ments as the post went through its 

ordinary programme, When he got 
to ‘*Business for the good of 
the Order’? Emtl Dosenbach, Jr., 
got up, and, asthere had been some hint of 
what he was goingtodo, all the youngmen 
listened attentively. 
_ **] want to propose to the comrades of the 
ost,’’ said he, ‘‘a resolution that we all 
turn out and work atthe primaries Monday 
to send a Bartholdt delegation to the con- 
vention.’’ 
- Hespoke with the nervous air of one who 
‘) expects opposition, and, looking around as 
} he finished, sat down without saying more 
jn support ofthe resolution. Ed Rapp was 
on his feet in an instant. 
THE DISPUTE. 

**T hope the Chair will declare the resolu- 
tion out of order,’’ said he. ‘‘We don’t 
want any politics here,and we oughn’t to get 
mixed up in this fight.’’- 

The speech was applauded, and Com- 
mander Grenninger declared the resolution 
out of order. The post adjourned soon after, 
and the members, assembling on the side- 
walk, heatedly discussed the affair. The 
friends of Dr. Baftholdt said that Com- 
mander Grenninger had no right to 
rule the resolution out of order, and 
should at least have taken a vote. The young 
men who were working for Kinsey said 
that the commander had done just right. 
Presently, while the altercation was going 
on, Dan Dosenbach,a younger son of the Sher- 
iff went up to Rapp and told him he had no 
right to gag his brotherin this way. While 
the quarrel between the two was going on, 
Roy Smith, a son of Maj. Smith, came up. 
Roy is*21 years old, and a flery 
young man. He joined in the 
discussion, ana the controversy 
between Rapp and young Dosenbach got s0 
not that the other boys had to interfere to 
preventafight. Some of them say that Rapp 
started to slap Dozenbach, but refrained. 

The two Dosenbach boys went home anda 
told their father what had taken place 
atthe meeting, and Roy Smith, who lives 

_ with his aunt, Miss Mattie Smith, called by 
his father’s house before he went to bed, to 
_* tell him of the frustrated plan to carry the 
‘primaries for Bartholat. Maj. 
Bmith was at once incensed and 
triumphant. With these feelings he 
met Sheriff Dosenbach at 8:45 o’clock this 
morning. The office of Judge A. J. Shores of 
the Probate Court is a favorite lounging 
place for the county officials. It adjoins the 
court-room, is big and cool, with windows 
jooking out on the grass and trees, and 
has plenty of chairs for visitors. The Judge 
. qwas sitting in there this morning smoking,

THE LIE PASSED. 

**Well, I believe,’’ said Maj. Smith, as he 
cut a nail deliberately, ‘‘that you put Emil 
up to introducing that resolution.’’ 

**You’re a——liar'’’ the Sheriff flared out, 

Major Smith dropped his penknife and 
started for the Sheriff, who at once, 
it is said, dived into his pocket 
for his pistol. Webster and young 
Shores left their chairs and jumped for the 
door. Judge Shores rose, and as he did so 
the two men clinched without a blow. 

**Don’t shoot!’’ shouted the Judge, jump- 
ing towards the struggling men. On 
the word the Sheriff fred. Smith did not 
relax his hold, and as the Sheriff made ready 
to shoot again, Judge Shores got out of the 
door by which his son and Webster had fied, 
but stayed outside in the corridor, looKing 
through the door at the _ struggle. 
There were two more shots, and 
Maj. Smith was dead. 

TERRIBLE EXCITEMENT. 

The shots and the shouts of the running 
men had alarmed the whole town, and people 
were running towards the Court-houge from 
every direction as Judge Shores went out, so 
faint and sick with the excitement that 
he had to lie down. Sheriff Dosenbach’s 
two sons hurried to the scene from the 
Sheriff’s office, which wasin another part of 
the building,and with them came Deputy 
Sherif John Belleville. They rushed 
into the Judge’s office and found 
Sheriff Dosenbach standing by the prostrate 
body of Maj. Smith like a man who had sud- 
denly lost his senses, The pistol was in his 
hand, but he said nothing. He gave the pis- 
tol to Deputy Belleville and followed 
him without a word to the 
Sheriff’s office, where he sat all 
day without speaking except in answer toa 
question. and then only in monosyliables, 


— 


Dosenbach shot three times. They 
struggled all over the floor, and whenever 
I looked Isaw them both twisted in all sorts 
of shapes, with Dosenbach holding the pistol 
upin'theair. The last timeI looked, I saw 
Smith down on the floor and trying to get up 
by holding on to Dosenbach’s legs. Then I 
heard the last shot fired.’’ 

The Judge was ina very nervous and agi- 
tated condition, but repeating his story, he 
deciared that the last shot had been fired 
while Smith was trying to get up. 

WHERE THE BULLBTS STRUCK. 

The body of Smith was not carefully ex- 
amined for wounds before the inquest. One 
ball, the one that killed, went through his 

eft eye. There was anotber bullet 
wound near the heart. The third bullet. if 
it reached its mark, was not located. 
! DOSENBACH RETICENT. 

Anattempt was made to speak with Sheriff 
Dosenbach. The three raps were given, and 
Deputy Belleville came to the door. 
‘‘The Sheriff will see no 0one, and 
he says he will not open his mouth to re- 
porters,’’ was the response to the question 
of the Post- DISPATOH representative.

Deputy Belleville withdrew his bead, and 
came back in aninstant. ‘‘He says he hag 
nothing to say,’’ he declared.

The youth was 
frantic with grief, and his companions had 
to exert force to get him into the house Of his 
aunt. As soon ashe was inside they locked 
and bolted all the doors, and set a@ guard 
over him to prevent his escape. 
BUSINESS SUSPENDED. 

When reporters fromthe Post-DISPATCH 
got to Clayton at noon to-day business was 
practically. suspended in the town and no 
one was working in the Oourt-house of 
fices. Men talked on the sidewalk of 
the tragedy, and there was a most 
bitter feeling towardsthe Sheriff. There is 
talk, hardly repressed, of lynching that the 
Sheriff’s friends had been vainly trying to 
hush, andthe news that this sort of threat 
was being made had caused the deputies and 
the Dosenbach boys to redouble their 
vigilance as guards for the Coroner over 
their father. Emil Dosenbach walked about 
the corridors of the Court-house with pale 
face, moving within ear-shot of every group 
and ascertaining what they were talking 
about, and Dan kept his station at the door 
of his father’s office, never moving five steps 
away. So strong was the feeling aga inst the 
Sheriff that Coroner Caster found he could 
not get an unprejudiced jury to sit atthe 
inquest, and he was scouring the country 
late this.afternoon hunting for jurors. 

JUDGE SHORE’S STATEMENT. 

Judge Shore was seen in his office and sald: 
**Tamtoo nervous to talk about the thing 
connectedly. The two men got talking 


he said. 
**Didn’t you propose tothe Sons of Veterans 
to indorse Bartholdt?’’ 

**‘No, I didn’t,’’ he answered, doggedly. 
**There’s notruthinit at all. I’ve heard 
that but it isn’t so.’’ 

Dan Dosenbach was then asked about the 
resolution. ‘*‘There’s some talk about that 
to-day,’’ he said, ‘‘but there was no resolu- 
tion introduced of that kind.’’ 

Evidently the two boys had determined to 
deny everything that would reflect on their 
father. Ed Robb was seen and said that the 
resolution had been introduced by Emil and 
defeated through his opposition. 

DOSENBAOR’S PISTOL MISSING, 

The pistol of the Sheriff, a 88-caliber, 
had disappeared at noon. It will have to be 
produced at the inquest. 


Sketches of the Men. 

Winfield Scott Smith has been a resident of 
St. Louis most of his life. His reputation for 
integrity was goodas the best and his asso- 
clations were among the Dest class 
of people in Central Township, 
where he has resided for sO 
many years. Although affillating socially 
with the old Democratic families of the 
county Mr. Smith was a Republican, his first 
recognition as such by his party being his ap- 
pointmentas United States census taker. 
Later he served as deputy assessor. 
He served in the latter capacity before the 
scheme and charter went into effect and 
every two years after that, up to the time of 
his election as Assessor. Althougha con- 
sistent Republican, commanding the 
respect of his political opo- 
nents Mr. Smith was not much of a whooper- 
up-of the boys, but he always did a good deal 
of effective quiet work for the success of his 
ticket. . The deceased has been married 
twice. It has only been about 
five years that he contracted his last matri- 
monialengagement. His home was at Olay- 
ton, where political good fortune made him 
practically independent. 

Maj. Smith was married twice. He had 
four children by his first wife, Roy, Mrs.. 
James Olarkson, the wife of a 
farmer near Creve Cour, Miss Olara and Miss 
Ora, who are teachers in the county. His 
second wife was Miss Bagby of Franklin 
County. Herchildren are two boys and a 
girl, the oldest 84 yearsandthe youngest a 
baby 8 months old.

KNOCKED OUT. 


Free Coinage Meets a Waterloo 
in the House. 


Forlorn Hope. . 


THE MEASURE SHELVED FOR THE RE- 
MAINDER OF THE SESSION. 


Loyalty to Their Party Swayed Many of 
the Democrats—Succéss in November 
of More Importance Than Silver Leg- 
islation—The Whole Question to Be 
Dropped Out of Politics—General 
Washington News. | 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 18.—Free coinage 
men in the House had thelr first chance to 
stand up and be counted to-day. The result 
was disaster. By a decisive vote the measure 
has been sent to the rear for this session and 
will occupy no place in the Presidential cam- 
paign. 

In anticipation ofa parliamentary struggle 
over the silver bill,the exact nature of which 
was unsettled, depending upon the existing 
condition of affairs when it opened, there 
was an unusually full attendance upon the 
floor and inthe galleries of the House this 
morning, Unexpectedly to the most of 
the members and to all the 
spectators the rule for the -consider- 
ation of the silver bill was not called up at 
the opening—1l1 o’clock. By request of Mr. 
Reed, one of the members of the Committee 
on Rules, the presentation of the order was 
postponed until 12 o’clock. The reason given, 
itis said, wasthat he could not be present 
in the first hour of the session, but it is under- 
stood that the delay was for the purpose of 
permitting absent membersto reach the city 
on the trains due near noon, and be in their 
seats when the contest began. 

The hour was spent in routine matters, re- 
celving reports from committees, passage of 
private pension bills, etc., while the man- 
agers of the forces of the two sides were 
busy on the floor, discussing the situation 
and arranging their plans. Mr. Reed found 
his way to his seat shortly after the House 
was called to order, and was the center of at- 
traction for the leaders of the antis. The 
silver advocates gathered about the desk of 
Mr. Pierce of Tennessee, Bland’s lieutenant, 
while Mr. Burrows held a lengthy confer- 
ence with Speaker Crisp at the desk. 
Mr. Catchings, for the Committee on Rules, 
Leg oy in his resolution making the silver 
bill the order of business. Ex-S8 ker Reed 
e floor by 
moving thatthe resolution be tabled. The 
speaker ruled that a member could 
not be taken off his feet, and that Reed’s 
motion was overruled. Then Catchings was 
pres an hour, and he yielded the floor to 
land. Silver Dick then proceeded to speak 
in favor of the cloture rule. ‘'n his advocacy 

e was more radical than vere Tom Reed 
and the friends ofthe force *.«x 
Ex-Speaker Reed said he congratulated the 
Democracy upon its apparent repentance. 
He rememberedin the last Congress how 
rampant the Bemocrats were for free coin- 
age. He then launched into a campaign 
~ evidently intended to be the keynote 
of the Republican campaign. 

Mr. Peirce of Tennessee made a speech that 
would indicate that he was ready to join the 
People’s Party. It was as much of an anti. 
Democratic speech as that delivered by ex- 
Speaker Reed. He took painsto say thathe 
agreed with many of Reed’s statements, 

Gen. Tracy of New York, the leader of the 
anti-silver men, was perfectly confident of 
winning the fight. He said he was sure of 
20 majority against it. Bland practically ad- 
mitted that he was leading a forlorn hope. 

Mr. Patterson of Tennessee, another silver 
man, declared he would not vote for silver 
until after the battle of November had been 
fought. He wanted the force bill and protec- 
tion to continue to be the issues. 

Mr. Clark of Alabama created something of 
asensation by stating that he had always 
favored free coinage, but he loved the Demo- 
cratic party better. The party had adopted 
a platformand he would not vote to inter- 
fere. 

Mr. Forman of Illinois said he was willing 
to vote for cloture thathe might have an 
opportunity to vote against the bill. Every 
one knew how he stood on the silver ques- 
tion, butit was not an opportune time. He 
wanted Democratic success in November, 
and for that reason he would vote against 
the bill. The success of the Democratic party 
was more important tothe country than any- 
thing else. 

The time having expired at 1:25 Gen. Catch- 
ings demanded the previous question and on 
this Gen. Tracy of New York asked for the 
ayes and nays. a 

The previous question seconded: Yeas 163, 
nays 129. Speaker Crisp at his own request 
was recorded in the negative. 

The previous question having been ordered 
action came up onthe adoption of the reso- 
lution. 

The motion to adopt the resolution was de- 
feated. This ends all possibility of the silver 
coinage legislation at this session.

CRIME NEWS. 


A Sensational Murder Trial in Paris Ends 
in Acquittal. 

Paris, July 18.—The trial of Mme. Reymond 
for the murder of Mme. Delaporte-Lassi- 
monne is ended and the prisoner is 
acquitted. Mme. Reymond was fashionably 
dressed when she appeared for trial, but 
plainly showed the sad effects which the 
tragedy has had upon her. She described 
the events leading upto the murder of her 
former friend in a choking voice which was 
at times scarcely audible. She related how, 
when she surprised her husband and his 


paramour, she saw Mme. Delaporte-Lassi- 
monne sitting on a bed in the room and saw 
the woman look at her in an utterly un- 
abashed manner, as if to say: 
‘*‘Your husband belongs to me.’’ The wit- 
ness said that this exhibition of wanton 
brazenness was more than she could endure, 
and in a fit of uncontrollable frenzy she 
sprang upon the despoiler of her happiness 
and killed her. 

After securing the evidence of M. Reymond, 
who did not once look in the direction of his 
wife while giving his payee € the case was 
given to the jury, who acquitted Mme. Rey- 
mond of the charge of murder made against 
her, The prisoner was much affected. The 
crime with which the prisoner was charged 
was committed in this city last May, and was 
the result of a liason between her husband, 
M. Paul Reymond, and the woman whom she 
killed. lt wasa very sensational affair, and 
was the talk of Paris for some time, 


BATTLE WITH DESPERADOES. 

LITTLE Rook, Ark., July 13.—Deputy Sher- 
iffs Hopper and Combs of Baxter County and 
a large posse had a desperate battle with W, 
A. Twiggs, Joe Twiggs and Jesse B. Roper, 
murderers of Sheriff Byler of Baxter County. 
The fight occurred near Bakersfield and for 
a while was very warm work. The three 
desperadoes were in a barn on Anse Carter’s 
ate. The barn was surrounded and the 

eputy sheriffs demanded the surrender of 
the men. Each was armed with a Win- 
chester and they opened fire on the posse, 
which the latter promptly returned. The 
Twiggs brothers leaped from the window in 
the barn, and, rushing toward the posse, at- 
tempted to fight their way through their 
ranks. W, A. Twiggs was killed during the 
encounter, his body being plerced by forty 
bullets. Joe Twiggs, after being badly 
wounded, surrendered. Roper escaped while 
the fight between the posse and the Twiggs 
was in olay “fe Sheriff Byler was assas- 
sinated by Roper, at the instance of the 
Twiggs brothers, about three weeks ago. 


LOOKS DARK FOR EVANS. 

WEsT PLains, Mo., July 13.—G. J. Evans, a 
school tea cher, was arrested a few days ago 
at Batesville, Ark., for the alleged seduction 
ofa daughter of a prominent farmer, living 
inthesouth part of this (Howell) county. 
After accomplishing the ruin of his victim 
he married, but as soon as it was ascertaine 
that the victim of his lust was about to be- 
come a mother, he went to Arkansas, where 
he was followed and arrested by Sheriff 
Herrin.

LONG LIST OF CASUALTIES FROM THE 
STORM’S FURY. 


At 11:80 the Dread Cloud Swooped Down 
on the City—One Hundred and Fifty 
Houses Leveled to the Ground—An 
Entire Family Buried in Their Oellar 
—Partial List of the Injured, 


SPRINGFIELD, O., July 18.—A terrible cy- 
clone struck the southern portion of this city 
at 10:30 o’clock and demolished fifty houses 
and injured fatally ten people. Oorrs of 
police are at work hunting for bodies, The 
sight is beyond description. 

The city was visited bya destructive tor- 
nado, which demolished fifteen residences 
and partially ruined forty more. One 
family is buried in the ruins and the entire 
police force are on the scene, No other fatal- 
ities are reported. Thereis the utmost ex- 
citement. Yellow Springs, twelve miles 
south of here, is reported in ruins. 

The storm came from the 
west and struck Springfield at 
11:30. o’clock and crossing the 
southern end of the city, leveled many 
houses almost to the ground, damaging the 
others, The electric light, telegraph 
and telephone wires are all down 
and the streets are filled with 
fallen trees. The section visited is entirely a 
residence quarter. At jeast 150 dwellings were 
wrecked. The Zion Lutheran Church was 
struck by lightning and almost totally de. 
stroyed.

Two hundred houses were 
blown to  wpieces or badly wrecked 
and the streets are full of fall- 
en trees, telegraph poles and debris 
ofall kinds, The fact that dozens of péo- 
ple werenot instantly killed is considered 
miraculous.

The 
loss to property is estimated at $200,000.

THE AVALANCHE HORROR, 


MANGLED REMNANTS ONLY FOUND OF THE 
VICTIMS. 


Paris, July 18.—The work of searching for 
the bodies of those who lost their lives in the 
terrible disaster at St. Gervais Les Bains yes- 
terday morning, when the Bionassy glacier 
broke loose from the side of Mount Blanc and 
swept down the ravine in which 8st. Gervais 
is situated, was continued to-day.: The bodies 
of these already recovered are torn and 
mangled most horribly. In many cases heads 
were torn from the bodies, while in others 
the arms and legs had been cut off by huge 
masses of ice that had passed over them. Some 


bodies were found that had been crushed out 
of allsemblanceto humanity. The 8t. Ger- 
vais officials are doing everythingin their 
power to facilitate the work of rescue. From 
the time the alarm was first sounded through 
the near-by villages rescue parties were 
organized who bastened to the scene of the 
disaster and volunteered their services, 
which were at once thankfully accepted. 

The inhabitants of Bonney and 
Salenches sent several rescuing parties, 
which did excellent work. When the glacier 
slid down into the Bon Nant,on which mount- 
ain stream St. Gervais Les Bains Is situated, 
the current was dammed and the water rose 
rapialy behind the huge walliofice. Finally 
the pressure became so great that the dam

GOVERNMENT TROOPS AND STATE 
MILITIA COMING TO THE CAMP. 


Armed Resistance Will Meet Any Show of 

* Force by the Authorities—Mines and 
Mills Charged With Dynamite and 
Ready to be Explodei—Movements of 
the Military—The Labor World. 


WARNER, IGaho, July 18.—Outwardly all .is 
quiet here, but it was the quiet of determina- 
tion and desperation last night. The strikers 
had a day of uninterrupted victory. They 
had ofily to demand and receive, and as a 
result they are in complete possession of the 
gsoines and milis at Bunker Hill, Sullivan and 
Sierra Nevada. The non-union men have 
been driven out of the country, and 
the men, rendered desperate by 
the long strike and flushed with 
victory, are talking confidently of meeting 
he militia and regular troops and fighting 
them with rifle and dynamite. All yes- 
terday bodies of armed men gathered on the 
hills andinthe canyons surrounding War4a- 
Her. They came from Wallace on flat cars 
and helped themselves to whatever they 
needed in the way of transportation. They 
Degan the day’s programme by marching 
several hundred strong upon the property of 
the Bunker Hill ana Sullivan mines, threaten. 
ing Supt. V. M. Clement with the destruction 
of the entire property unless he surrendered 
the works, discharging his non-union men 
ana allowed them their own way. Mr. 
Clement had no alternative. The mill is now 
loaded with dynamite and could be destroyed 
upon a minute’s notice. The strikers also 
turned their attention to the  prop- 
erty of the § Sierra Nevada with 
like results. Itis reported that a dynamite 
charge has been sent down the rallroad track 
for the purpose of blowing up the bridges of 
the railroad and preventing the troops from 
coming into the country. The miners ex- 
pected the troops to reach Harrison at 38 
o’clock and looked for their arrival here in 
the afternoon, but as they have not yet 
arrived it is feared that some mishap has 
befallen them, or else they are proceeding 
with the utmost caution. The miners have 
sent out a car of dynamite. Armed men 
have left town, it is supposed, to intercept 
the cavalry from Fort Sherman. The excite- 
ment here is intense. Many exaggerated 
stories are being circulated, it is thought, for 
the purpose of terrorizing the citizens and 
concealing the real movements of the 
strikers. 


The strikers blew up the railroad bridge at 
Mullane early this morning to prevent the 
troops from Missoula effecting an entrance. 
It is reported that all the Coeur a’ Alene mines 
are filled with explosives preparatory to a 
general destruction of the property. 

The strikers will have trouble if they do 
this and plan to escape, and State and Fed- 
eral troops hold practically all passages of 
egress.

ETHICAL CULTURE THE BASIS OF TRUE 
EDUCATION. 


Thoughts Suggested by Those Who Devote 
Lives to the Training of the Young— 
The Necessity of Moral Instruction in 
the Schoole—Various Uses of the Kin- 
dergarten. 


SARATOGA, N. Y., July 13.—The second day’s 
session of the National Teachers’ Conference 
began shortly before 10 o'clock in the 
Methodist Church on Washington street. 
President Cook presided and the discussion 
of the session was ‘‘Ethical Oulture.’’ There 
was a large attendance when President Irwin 
Shepard of Winona, Minn., stepped to the 
frontofthe platform and began to speak 


upon **Ethical Culture in the Kintergarten.’’ 
nh substance he said: 


The more clearly we understand the philosophy of. 
education the nearer to infancy do we fix the time 
when systematic instruction should begin. Before 
school lifethe ethical as well as the intellectual 
bent is re cea wene Inherited tendencies 
and ancestral habits must be modified,if at all, before 
they become rigid through exercise. Ethieai cult- 
ure should begininthe home. Froebel recognized 
thisin his ‘‘Mutter und Kose-Lieder."’ But the 
home culture is necessarily incomplete. At 
best it results in temperament 
rather than character. Filial affection 
may become so self-centered inthe family as to be 
egotistic and hinder ethical growth which springs 
from the soll of a broader fellowship. The ethical 
habit is best formed through the interaction of 
social eer. The kindergarten furnishes the essen- 
tial fellowship of equals, and hereis first realized 
the ethical motto, ‘'Kach forall and all for each.’’ 
Froebel saw that capricious play seldom gives please ; 
ure and leaves no healthful habit. is ruling 
pare was simple, truthful purpose in 
unfold simple but great truths in a chil 
and interweave them. with all his happy hour 
is the method of ethical culture in the kinder- 
garten. Froebel’s first aim was to set the wetng 
and hating on the right track. The moral lessons o 
the occupations appear in that nothing is right unless 
exactly right; that harmony is as essential in social 
life as color or song; thatthe law of opposites applies 
tothe right and wrong as truly as tothe right and 
left. Akindergarten gift is not the embodiment of 
avother’s thought and labor; but it furnishes a well- 
earned reward toche young designer and maker. 
The kindergarten teaches periect self-willing obedi- 
ence to law in all its work and play. The games af- 
ford minimum of theory and maximim of practice 
in ethics in an atmosphere of happy 
lay where ‘‘virtue kindles at the touch of 
oy.’’ In the spiritual training of the kinder- 
garten the enild builds his ethical ideals. The 
Clearer the spiritual thread which rnns backward to 
our earliest conceptions of duty the ciearer will be 
our onward view. The Kindergarten recognized 
that chilahood is the age of poetry and song. 
Modern literature has contributed many worthy ad- 
ditions to **Die Mutter und Kose-Lieder.’’ The song 
of the *‘Great. wide, beautiful, wonderful world,’ 
Lucy Larcom’s glad song of ‘*The Brown Thru sh,’’ 
Mary Howitt’s ‘‘Buttercups and Daisies,’’ Jane 
Taylor's *‘Violet,’’ and the sweet song of little 
Christel are types ofthe many that deserve and 
nd a place among the child-songs of the 
kindergarten. The kindergarten story as well fur- 
nishes means for ethical training, limited only by 
the genius and skill of the kindérgarten to select 
and adapt from the world of human thought and 
action. o one visiting atrue kindergarten can fall 
to note the abounding presence of the good, the 
beautiful and the true in the ideal, in purpose and 
in action. The Kindergarten holds the confidence 
of the educational world largely through its beauti- 
ful ethica) culture in an atmospherein which ‘‘love 
is the fulfilling of the law.’’ 

Mrs, Delia Lathrop Williams of Delaware, 
O., treated the subject in an admirable paper, 
In brief she said: 


There can be no aoubt of the necessity and the 
racticabiiity of direct and methodical moral train- 
ng in thecommon schools. Itis also practicable to 

base this trainin epee the principles of ethical 
science, so that this phase of school work shall be 
no more émpirical and inconsequent then the in- 
tellectual training. 

Even though pocents exercised the utmost care in 
the moral training of their children (which they do 
not) stillthe home training would require constant 
reinforeementinthe s¢ehool. The growing intelli- 
gence and consequent etger outlook upon life, bring 
with them new ethical inquiries,and the circum- 
stances attending the constant association of large 
numbers of children not only give rise to new moral 
questions, but tend to bresk down established moral 
restraints. 

Formal ethical instruction is much more difficult 
than intellectual training. Teachers have made 
preparations for the latter, but have not studied the 
science of ethics so as to be familiar with its facts, 
their order of sequence, the terminology, and the 
relation of the intellectual and morai facuities. 
Without this fundamental knowledge the teaching 
ef morals is without plan, mere rote work. 

h, moral instruction requires close contact, a 
heart to heart relation, but the numbers are so large 
in the schoois that teachers findit difficult to become 
intimately acquainted with individual pupils. Still, 
again character is of slow growth. Nu examination 
ean testit. The teachersees no immediate returns 
for his work and loses heart, his faith in his work is 
not strong enough to beget a patience that never 
fails him. 

A capable and strong teacher who bears about with 
him a character flawless underthe keen scrutiny of 
children is an almost omnipotent factor in the 
formation of the character of his pupils. Virtue 
goes out of him. Only sucha man can successfully 

ve formal moral instruction. An artist mayhide 

ehind his pictures, an author may live his life out- 
side his books, but the teacher and the man are in- 
separable. Formal lessons in ethics should be given. 
Such lessons must exercise the intellect and train 
the moral judgment. the feelings and enlist them on 
the side of the virtues; the will, thatit may make 
right choices and stand firm inthe stress of tempta- 


on. 

These lessons are best given in the concrete, by 
incident or story from real] life. They shoulda be 
specific, aiming at a single phase of character. They 
should teach the value of motive, and the fact of 
personal responsibility. 

The memorizing of a poetical selection embodying 
the teaching of the lesson may profitably be ite cul- 
mination. 

Chancellor James H. Canfield of Lincoln, 
Neb., detalled the relations of ethical cul- 
ture to the college and university in a very 
interesting way. He said: 


The topic is too broad for a satisfactory discussion 
within the limits oftime. There will necessarily be 
misunderstanding and misquotation, onthe part of 
those who hear. The subject is unfortunate also be- 
cause it undertakes tocoverthe proper instruction 
in two wholly different fields. the college and the 
upiversity are a long way apart in this country 
already. Precept and direct control characterize the 
one, influence marks the life of the other. 

The cultivation of the intellect alone will notanswer 
the purposes of wise education. Education may lift 
man above the more common crimes, but it often 
seems to present unusual temptations to greater 
wickedness. All true education, therefore, should 
have an ethical purpose. The main business of edu- 
cation is two-fold; to secure powerin man, and to 
secure dignity ia man. It must make man honorae 
ble, and it must make man beneficent. The three

Leaving others to dispute about masters and 
scholars, the speaker pushed out the two strongest 
conditions or factorsin ethical culture; the ethical 
atmosphere of the institution and the ethical influ- 
ence of the faculty. The prime necessit then, in 
any institution that is to give strength to those under 
ite influence is a large and sympathetic life. The 
education must be that which tends to the breaking 
down of barren pride and aloofness and reserve. 
The institution may not exist for a given clase 
and may not separate rather than  iinite 
society. I must labor faithfully and 
intelligently forthe common welfare and the com- 
monadvancement ofall. The true ethical spirit 
does not love scholarship and erudition for their own 
sake; it does not make these onds rather than means. 
There should always be constant unity between the 
college and the activities of life. A true scholar! 
spirit is always tempered by the constant and ethical 

tion of persone and institutional relation- 
The institution must have astrong and brave 
and a certain large and well-defined publicity of 


ife. 
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ligious, in place of teaching the truth, is constantly 
undermining the ethical strength of every student 
under such influence. The powerand influeace of indi 
vidual instructors touch the student more keenly and 
helpfully or otherwise than even the institutional life 
and spitit. Manliness ahould be the first and moss 
essential characteristic in all worthy instructors, 
he characteristics of this manlinéss are an ever- 
present sense of opportunity and ot yA ceasing in- 
ustry, unwearied patience and strictest honesty and 
integr{ , the most unswerving candor and good 
faith, i arti! justice, high heroism that makes 
ready an willing and giadtobe worn out in 
gratuitous and generous service, reverence which 
hietrae place in the economy of God. 
. there must be friendship, sympathy and af- 
fectionate regard for all under his care.

HORRIBLE REVELATIONS. 


Meta Roberts Tells of Her Ruin by 
Chinese Laundrymen. 


The Court of Criminal Correction is engaged 
to-day in the preliminary examination of 
Sam Lee and Jim Gay, charged with criminal 
assault. These are the Chinamen charged 
with comunitting an assault last 
April on Meta Roberts, the is-year old 
daughter of Thomas Roberts, a carpenter. 
The Chinamen Kept a laundry on North 
Fourteenth street near Market, and the Rob- 
erts family, consisting of husband and 
wife and Meta, Mrs. Roberts’ 
step-daughter, lived only a few 


doors away at No. 6 North Fourteenth street. 
Three witnesses were examined for prosecu- 
tion, namely, the little girl, her stepmother 
and Dr. Niccolls of the City Dispensary. 
Meta told pretty much the same story as 
published in the Post-D1spaTcu at the time 
though it differed somewhat in some of 
its details, She still maintained that 
her father sent her to the laundry with the 
family wash on the day in question, and that 
hetold her the Chinamen would pay her 
money for something. She went into the 
rear room and they committed a criminal 
assaulton her there. They paid her $1.26, 
and when she got home she gave 
her father the money and told him 
what had occurred and also told her 
stepmother, The following Saturday she 
went after the wash, and the same thing 
was repeated by the Chinamen. On the 
cross-examination Meta said that the first 
assault was committed on her birthday 
April 15, and not on April 3, as was charged 
in the affirmation, She remembered well 
that it was her birthday, and that it was 
either on Friday or Saturday. She 
gave her father thé money both times, 
and it went to paythe rent. She told her 
step-mother what had happened each time, 
and her step-mother madeno objection be- 
cause she was afraid of her father. She was 
never sent to the laundry except on these 
two occasions. 

Mrs. Roberts testified that she was present 
when her husband sent Meta tothe Chinese 
laundry on * the Gay in question. 
He had sent her there often before, 
but on this Occasion he told her that 
the Chinamen were goingto give her some- 
thing nice and would pay her forit. The 
girl brought home $1.25 and gave the money to 
her father. The witness suspected tie truth 
and told the girl of her suspicions, but Meta 
denied thatanything of the kind had hap- 
pened, saying she earned the money carryin 
water. eta never told her the truth abou 
ituntil June 21. Thefirst time Roberts sent 
Meta tothe Chinamen for this criminal pur- 
ten was on the Sunday before Meta’s l5th 

irthday. 

Lawyer McBride and the witness had sev- 
eral lively tilts during his cross-examination 
ofthe witness. She denied most emphati- 
cally that she bad been Roberts’ mistress or 
any other man’s mistress before her 
marriage to Roberts, a little over a year ago. 
Roberts, she said, was a laafer,a drunkard 
and a snake inthe grassand she was going 
to get a divorce from him right away. 

Mrs. Roberts’ statement in regard to 
Meta’s visits to the Chinamen differed consid- 
erably from the girl’sin some things and when 
Mr. McBride asked how she could account for 
that she accused him of having frightened 
the girl on the witness-stand so that she 
didn’t know what she was saying. 

Dr. Niccolis testified to his examination of 
Meta on June 21. He thought, but wasn’t 
certain that a criminal assault had been at- 
tempted on her. 

Mr. McBride wanted Judge Claiborne to 
have the girl examined by Dr. Leavy, the ex- 
School Director, but the court declined the 
request. A recess was then taken to 2:30, 
when the examination of the witnesses for 
the defense was commenced.

I will leave on 
the Wabash for that point to-night, but 
while I am in your Deautifal city 
I thought I would receive a few of the friends 
of the Prohibition party and Iam more than 
pleased with the reception that has been 
tendered me.

The Judicial Conferenca. 


The Judicial Conference was held in the 
parlors of the Laclede Hotel this morning to 
determine which one of the three nominz7es 


should be placed inthe first division of the 
Supreme Courtand which two in the second 
division. The conference was calied by 
Judge Sherwood, as requested by a resolution 
of the convention, allowing the nominees to 
determine the matter within ten days. 
There were present at the con- 
ference Judge Sherwood, Judge Macfarlane, 
Adiel Sherwood and T. 8.

A 
resolution adopted by the convention pro- 
vides that if the plac ag ot the nominees is 
not determined within ten days, the gentle- 
man who received the largest number of 
votes of the convention would be placed on 
the First Division.

Lucian B, Wright, editor of the Boonville 
(Mo.) Semi- Weekiy Star, is ia the city, at the 
Moser.

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It is surprising to find American news- 
papers repeating the opinion of the mon- 
archical press of Europe to the effect that 
the tardiness of the State authorities of 
Pennsylvania:in calling out the military 
for interference in the Homestead trouble 
is an evidence of the weakness of repub- 
lican institutions.

O’DAY AND SHERWOOD. 


Papers that belabored the Post- DIsPpATCH 
some years ago for opposing Col. JOHN 
O’DAY’s work as the railroad attorney in 
charge of the Missouri Democratic organ- 
ization, have taken up the cudgels for his 
pupil, lieutenant and successor in office, 
and are now belaboring Col. JoHN O’DAy 
as a suspected traitor to the cause of rail- 
road control over the nominations, and 
especially the judicial nominations of the 
Democratic party.

It is said ‘‘when 
thieves fall out honest men get their just 
dues,’'’ andas Jobn O’Day and the railroads 
are very much at outs just at present, be- 
cause he was dethroned as head chief of the 
railroad corruptionists, he is assuming an 
over-virtuous attitude in regard to the State 
politics he has done more to debauch than 
any other one man in the State. 

The Springfield Leader also says of the 
unanswered charges and _ specifications 
made against Judge SHERWOOD by respon- 
sible Democratic papers:

When the Troops Leave the Trouble 
Will Be Renewed.

FRICK EVADES QUESTIONS ASKED BY 
THE CONGRESSIONAL COMMITTEE. 


Fatal Admissions Ooncerning the Em- 
ployment and Arming of the Pinker- 
tons—Sheriff Cleary on the Witness 
Stand—Perfect Peace Maintained at 
Homestead—Carnegie Determined Not 
to Yield. 


HOMESTEAD, Pa,, July 138.—Abdsolutely 
nothing is going on in Homestead save 
foraging for rations, sweltering in the 
downpouring heat of Scab Hill and waiting 
for the next move in the game. The soldiers 
are suffering more than the millmen, and 
some of them are already impatient to be 
away. They are badly lodged and worse fed. 
If the present weather continues there will 
be some sickness, asthe boys are having all 
the discomforts of an actual campaign with 
none of its redeeming features. 

The Provost guard of the militia maintained 
order in Homestead last night. After 10 
o’clock the militia men began to disappear 
from the streets, but the townspeople as a 
rule, did not go indoors until midnight. Upon 
the big hill where the camp is located fires 
gleamed brightly and their rays showed sil- 
houette pictures on the white tents. 

All night long trains of cars filled with bag- 
gage and camp accouterments Were arriving 
in Homestead and the corps of men to assist 
the Quartermasters in unloading and trans- 
ferring had plenty to do. These squads 
worked all night. As fast as tents were re- 
ceived they would bé sent to the camp to give 
by their presence what comfort they could to 
the shivering militiamen who had no canopy 
to cover them except the blue sky. 

Only a few tents had been received in camp 
up to sundown yesterday, and the great bulk 
of the men consequently did not sleep under 
canvas, Some of them suffered severely from 
the chilly nightair, especially as daybreak 
drew near. This morning squads of men 
busied themselves in putting the tents in po- 
sition and ina few hours the camp was com- 
plete. 

AFTER THE TROOPS LEAVE. 

At the workers’ headquarters not more 
than three men were at the hallway. ‘‘The 
more of them that stay home or go fishing, 
the better it would be for all hands,’’ said 
Mr. Cummings. ‘*We do not want them 
here, There is nothing for them to do but 
wait, and they can wait under the trees 
better than inthis awful hole, The troops 
cannot stay here forever, and I do not see 
how Mr. Frick can expect the situation to be 
materially changedafter they leave. 

‘‘The company does not seriously hope to 
run the works without imported labor,’’ he 
continued. ‘‘Mr. Frick knows that if we pro- 
vided carriages to bring black sheep from the 
depot to the mills and got the band to wel- 
come them he would have to go all over the 
country to get men enough for the works. 
He depends upon breaking up the Amalga- 
mated Association and taking back about 
two-thirds of the old men. This he can never 
do; and until he does do it the mills will stay 
idie or he will cometous. We can afford to 
wait. Notacent in our treasury has been 
touched and we have powerful friends to fall 
back upon when we have spent our own 
money.’’ 

Hugh O’Donnell, Burgess McLuckie, Mr. 
Rylands and about a halfa dozen other ofthe 
leaders here during tho recent fight went up 
to Pittsburg this morning to testify before 
the Oates commission. 

There are not so many soldiers on the 
streets to-day as there were last night. The 
provost guard is doing its work well. The 
saloons that did such a thriving business yes- 
terday are open again to-day, but the ab- 
sence of the great number of militiamen from 
the borough is detrimental te good business 
by the saloon-Keepers. 

While there was some drunkenness on the 
streets yesterday afternoon there was little 
disorder. The troops and the townspeople 
kept apart, and noconflicts occurred between 
them. 

BOROUGH AUTHORITY. 

Maj.-Gen. Snowden has practically refused 
to recognize the authorities of the borough. 
He told the acting Burgess yesterday that if 
the town would take care of its people he 
would take care of his soldiers. This was 
apropos of a statement by the acting Burgess 
that drunken and disorderly soldiers were 
liable to arrest by the borough police. Gen. 
Snowden showed by his manner and address 
that he considered himself in charge of 
Homestead and recognized the authority of 
no one except Gov. Pattison and inciden- 
tally, Sherif McCleary. 

The townspeople are not talking much 
about the presence of the soldiers They 
show no resentment in their manner and 
personal confliecs are not likely to occur, 
The friction between the military and the 
citizens caused by the refusal of Gen. 
Snowden to co-eperate with the townspeople 
in maintaining order and in declining a re- 
ception by them will probably amount to 
nothing, although the leaders are sore over 
their treatment, 

PROPOSED ARREST OF LEADERS. 

Sheriff McCleary has hinted that he will ar- 
rest several of the leaders in the battle 
against the Pinkertons. In such action as this 
lies the greatest danger of bloodshed. With 
the cool heads of the leaders withdrawn from 
the people, authority among the workmen 
will cease, and inflamed talk will incite the 
hot-blooded strikers to something reckless. 
A conflict with the troops would result disas- 
trously to the town, and those engaged 
against the side of law and order, The bulk 
of the workmen realize this, but thereis no 
telling bow radical will be the changes of 
feeling if half a dozen leaders are placed in 
durance, , 

Matters have quieted down to-day and the 
spirit of peace seems to be im the air, No 
fear of trouble is entertained uniess Mr. H, 
©. Frick places non-union men in his works. 
The whirring of the machinery and the 
clanking of the hammers will be as gall and 
wormwood to the locked out workmen, but it 
is not believed that their passions will carry 
them to such an extent thatan attempt will 
be made to prevent the non-union mem from 
going tothemilis, it is the general belief 
here that Mr. Frick will man the mill with 
new workmeén as goon a8 possibie.

PROBING FOR FACTS, 


CHAIRMAN FRICK BEFORE THE CONGRESSIONAL 
INVESTIGATION COMMITTEE. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., July 18.—The Congressional 
Committee, with Representative Oates of Ala- 
bama presiding, got to work last evening,and 
summoned H. ©. Frick, manager of the Car- 
negie steel plants, before it. The examina- 
tion brought out many new features in the 
present trouble, notably the plan by which 
the Pinkerton men were employed and the 
arrangements that were made for their 
transportation to this city; the wages paid 
under the sliding scale and those proposed 
were all brought out. Mr. Frick was put un~ 
Ger a severe cross-examination by Represen- 
tative Boatner just before the adjournment, 
which proved to be the most interesting part 


of the evening’s proceedings. Chairman 
Oates swore Mr. Frick and conducted the ai- 
ct examination. 

ae a Frick detailed the negotiations 
with the men on the new scale and the failure 
to agree. By this scale he said, only 826 
out of the entire 8,800 were affectea. The 
men presented a scale which in almost 
every instance called for an advance. 
Mr. Frick stated that the proposed reductions 
were based onthe decline in prices during 
the three years. Tank steel plates were re- 
duced 21 per cent and steel billets 16 per cent. 
The reduction in wages was about 15 per 
cent. 

Mr. Frick attributed the continual decline 
to overproduction and the reduction in pe 
tariff. There had been a decrease, e 
thought, in the importation of the articles 
upon which the men were affected by the pro- 

sed new scale. Hecould not approximate 
the difference between the cost of labor per 
ton in Euro and here. Mr. Frick then 
stated that ahother point in dispute was the 
change of date for the signing of the scale 
from July to January, because it was against 
their interests to be idle during July and Au- 
gust, when building is mostactive. The men 
were willing to reduce the:minimum from $25 
to $24, but desired that the scale extend to 
July 1, 1895.

FOY’S HEROISM, 


THE MAN WHO RECEIVED ONE OF THE 
BULLETS FROM PINKERTON GUNS. 


HOMESTEAD, Pa., July 13.—William Foy, 
who was mortally wounded inthe first fire 
of.the Pinkerton menin last Wednesday’s 
battle, was one of the best known characters 
in Homestead. He became a religious fanatic 
and joined the Salvation Army. He was the 
most enthusiastic member in Homestead. He 
has been considered insane upon religious 
matters. All of his time not spent in the 
mill, where he was employed as a helper, was 
devoted to religious work. 

An ignorant man, he possessed a fine voice, 


which was cultivated by constant speaking. 
He used the most extraordinary words, 
whose meaning he did not know. He could 
not speak grammatically, yet the inflection 
of bis voice and the emphasis of his speech 
wasthat of an orator. He was chaffed so 
much that the other members of the Salva- 
tion Army refused to permit him to speak in 
the meetings, and for that reason he with- 
drew from the Army, but he was as strongly 
religious as ever. 

He was shot in the first fire. The Pinker- 
tons had placed their gangplank on the 
shore. He ran down to ft and implored them 
to goaway. Hetried to push the gangplank 
back with his hands, crying that if they at- 
tempted to come ashore many lives would be 
lost, and that they must suffer most. Foy 
had noarms of any kind. His mission was 
that of peace. Yeta Pinkerton rifle was lev- 
eled at himandhefelitothe ground with a 
ballin hislung. That was oneof the things 
which made the workmen wild, 

There was another young man who almost 
met asimilar fate. He had run down on the 
float which served as a landing. He, too, 
was unarmed, and he begged the Pinkertons 
not to try to come tothe milis, saying that 
there would be bloodshed. One Pinkerton 
replied that they were going into the mills if 
they had to wade up to their kneesin the 
blood of the workmen. 

‘*Then you can begin on me!’’ the young 
fellow exciaimed, throwing out hisarms. A 

nh was raised and aimed, but, before the 
inkerton could shoot, another of them took 
the rifle out of his hands. 

The members of the Salvation Army, in 
their red shirts and blue caps, carried f 
and water to the fighters.

Chief Harrigan received word last night 
that fifty of the men engaged in Chicago to 
take the places of the planing mill strikers in 
8t. Louis had left that city on a Wabash 


train and would arrive here this morning. In 


anticipation of trouble and at the request of 
the mill owners Mr. Harrigan detailed a 
squad of patrolmen under Sergt. Tom Boyd 
to goto the Union Depot this Mourning and 
be there on the arfival of the train. 
The police were there, aS were 
also about a dozen mill Owners and 
some fifty Strikers, and quite a 
crowd of outsiders gathered to 
see what kind of a reception the Chicago men 
would be given. Thetrain arrived on time 
and from one of the cars stepped a planing 
mill boss from Chicago and about fifteen-mill 
hands. Many of the men had deserted on the 
way. The strikers received them itn a very 
orderly manner and without any demonstra- 
tions that would attract attention. A few of 
them got up alongside of the men and tried 
to persuade them in a quiet way not to 
work in any St. Louis mill, 
but the mill owners hurried i their 
hew employes off in short order and the ap- 
peals of the strikers were without ap 
effect. The Chicagoans were escorted from 
the depot by Sergt. Boyd and his squad of 
patrolmen west on Poplar street to Four- 
teenth street, where a southbound electric 
car was taken, the mill-owners also getting 
aboard. 
LOHSE’S MILL. 

The new men were taken to Lohse’s Patent 
Door Co.’s factory on King’s highway and 
the Missouri Pacific Railway. Representa- 
tives of. the strikers tried to persuade the 
men from Chicago to join the 
union even while they were  wait- 
ing for the car but without success. 
Mr. Frank H. Lohse, President of the com- 
pany, who has been the most aggressive of 
the proprietors, came down from Chicago 
with the men. He stated that he had brought 
fifteen men, which increased his force to 
thirty. The regular force at the mill is about 
seventy-five, and Mr, Lohse claimed that he 
would soon have enough non-union men from 
Chicago and the Lake region to run the mill 
at its full capacity.

ANSWERS TO CORRESPONDENTS 
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Roderick McRae Preferred Death to 
Becoming Insane. 


ACITY EMPLOYE’S DESPERATE ATTEMPT 
TO END His LIFE. 


Elie Slashed Himself With a Razor and 
Upbraids His Wife for Interfering— 
Four Men Were Found Necessary to 
Hola Him Down on the Way to the 
Hospital. 


Roderick D. McRae made a desperate at- 
tempt totake his own lifeinafitof tempo- 
rary insanity, produced by sickness, 
at his residence, 4811 North Twen- 
tieth street, this morning, at 10 o'clock.

Arrested on a Serious Charge. | 
LITTLE Rock, Arx., July 18,—J. R. Divin- 
living near Wattensas in Prai- 
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Gladstone Elected by a Greatly Reduced 


Majority. 

Loxpon, July 18.—Considerable depression 
was caused in the Liberal camp by the an- 
nouncement this morning of the result of 
yesterday’s electfon in Midlothian, Mr. 
Gladstone’s constituency. It was known 
that Col, Wauchope, Mr. Gladstone’s op- 
ponent, had been working hard to reduce 
Mr. Gladstone’s majority. Every means 
were adopted by the parties to get the voters 
to the polls. Old men who lived too far from 
the polls to walk and invalids were taken in 
vehicles to all the polling places. As the day 
wore on it was seen by the Liberals that Mr. 
Gladstone was losing ground and 
that the Liberal-Unionist candidate 
was polling a far heavier vote 
than anticipated. This led to redoubled ef- 
forts onthe part ofthe Liberal committee, 
and the result was that a heavier vote was 
polled than ever before known inthe dis- 
trict. The registered electors in the Mid- 
lothian division of Edinburgshire, which Mr. 
Gladstone has represented in Parliament 
since 1880, number 13,236,and the polling 
lists show that 11,00 0fthem cast their bal- 
lots. The results show a great change in 
political sentiment in Midlothian. Hitherto 
the district has been looked upon as belong- 
ing to Mr. Gladstone, and his canvassers 
have been regarded as governing the entire 
country in the interests of the various can- 
didates of the party rather than Midlothian 
alone. 

Mr. Gladstone’s actual majority this year 
is 678 votes. This is a pitiable majority when 
compared with the previous elections. In 
1885 Mr. Gladstone received a majority of 
4,631, and at the last general election in 1886 
the district was regarded as such a Liberal 
strongbold that the Unionists did not run a 
candidate. The Conservatives and Libéral- 
Unionists arein high glee over the result. 
They say that ifanywhere in Great Britaina 
campaign of education has been carried it 
has been in Midlothian. There Mr. Gladstone 
in his numerous addresses has explained as 
fully as he explains anything the real inten- 
tions ofthe Liberal party. They hola that 
he has signally failed in winning supporters 
of his home rule scheme. 

Mr. Gladstone received in Midlothian 5,750 
votes to 5,077 for Col. Wauchope, the Liberal- 
Unionist candidate. 

Up to5 p. m., the returns show the election 
of 230 Tories, 211 Liberals, 85 Unionists, 42 
Nationalists and 6 Parnellites, The net Lib- 
eral gain is 48, 


GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS. 


ENGLAND AROUSED AT THE APPROACH OF THE 
PLAGUE. 


Loypon, July 18.—The local Government 
board has issued regulations restricting the 
importation of rags from France, owing to 
the prevalence of cholera in that country. 
The Berlin correspondence of the Standard 
says it is officially stated that no suspicious 
illness has yet occurred in Berlin. The 7imes 
correspondent at Alexandria says: ‘‘Cholera 
has appeared at Acre. Excellent accounts 
have been received of the health of pilgrims 
who are about to return from Mecca.’’ 

There are ugly rumors here of the presence 
of cholera at Kertch and other Crimean 
ports. 


SMALL-POXK AT VICTORIA, 

VicTroria, B. C., July 13.—The small-pox 
epidemic has resulted in the cities of Nan- 
aimo, New Westminster, Vancouver, 
Seattle, Tacoma and Port Townsend adopt- 
ing quarantine regulations against this city. 
The Canadian Pacific steamer, it is stated, 
will stop at Port Moody for the present. The 
health officers state that forty-three cases of 
smali-pox have been reported and four 
deaths have occurred, 


Wants His Adopted Child.

The Opponents Confident That It Cannot 
Come to a Vote. 


Telegrams from Washington received on 
‘Change to-day are to the effect that the 
Hatch anti-option bill stands scarcely a 
chance of coming to a vote during the present 
| sesgion of Congress. It was called up inthe 
Senate yesterday as unfinished business, but 
was almost instantly relegated to its former 


sition on the calendar, A telegram from 
Senator Vest states that there is Httle 
probability of its being taken up for 
several days, if at all during this session. 
Whenever it does come up It will be fully dis- 
cussed, and even Senator Washburn agrees 
thatit will have to be amended in many 
particulars. The manner in which it was 
passed by the House of Representatives pre- 
vented anything like a full discussion. Under 
the suspension of the rules only a few min- 
utes devate is allowed on wt Ae peace yng and 
it can be passed by a two-thirds vote. The 
friends of the Hatch bill, it is stated, rushed 
it through committee and then through the 
House insuch haste that the bill is of very 
questionable constitutionality. Some ofits 
opponents, it Is reported, are anxious tu 
have it become a law in the present form, as 
they feel confident that it can be set aside in 
the courts. The chances of the bill being 
posed. with amendments “id the Senate, re- 
urned to the House, passed there and sent 
tothe President, are regarded as exceed- 
ingly small; especially as it is believed that 
Congress will adjourn during the present 
month. A plan has been formed to keep the 
pill in its position on.the calendar of the 
Senate until the last suspension day in the 
House has passed, which will effectually 
prevent its passage by the Lower House, 
even should it get through the Senate,

Cc. C. Rainwater Will Lease the Building 
Purchased Yesterday. 


In reference to the purchase of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce building by the Merchants’ 
Exchange, ©. ©. Rainwater said: ‘‘I state 
publicly, that if the Exchange will put the 
building into reasonable order, and turn it 
over to me, that I will pay the Exchange 6 
per cent on the purchase price, and give 
them the hall, for which they now pay $25,000 
a year, rent free.’’ Members of the Exchange 


state that ‘this would be equivalent to a 
saving of about $40,000 a@ year, after all 
expenses are allowed for. The interest 
at the rate named would amount to $6,000.
